“ The New Russia.” 


f lie ijope of ait early peace and a near approach of 
the end of hostilities, never more than a mirage in the dis 
tance, finds another blow iii the acceptance of German 
peace terms by an overwhelming vote of the all-Russian 
congress. The terms include German control of eight 
provinces, demobilization of the Russian armies, intern­ 
ment of the Russian fleet and otfjhiT acts of vast importance. 
I hey open up all this territory tit new Teutonic poli­ 
tical and economic exploitations. 
Russia is helpless. She has broken down just as Tur­ 
key broke down two centuries ago. She may well be com­ 
pared to the Roman Empire, when it was no longer able 
to defend itself, lier collapse gives rise to new complica­ 
tions, opens new menaces in the cruelest war in all history 
and there is no disregarding that this is a crucial time in 
the development of the war’s conflict. 
The time has now come when d e f i n i t e action may h e 
expected by the Japanese and the Allies oti t h e Siberian 
question. 
It was just a,year ago that the Czar of all Russia abdi­ 
cated his throne .and thereby opened to the Russian people 
a dream of democracy, now so terribly shattered. 
The 
iron rule of the Hohofizollerns, which finds example in 
the cruelty with which they ruled Africa, is far indeed 
from the ideals of peace and a world democracy. 
But it is too soon to predict the outcome of the Cher­ 
man- Russian peace contract. W hen the vascillating bear 
of the north is awakened by the chains of a m w slavery, 
repudiation of such a treaty as has just been closed is sure 
to follow. 
\\ ill it be too late? Will Russia find her vast resources 
and her millions of subjects already involved in the service 
of a military autocracy? 
I he only hope of freedom is in the crushing of Mohen- 
zollern supremacy. 
The all-Russian congress, in its ex­ 
tremity, has failed to realize thaf all Germany’s peace 
terms mean war, 
Russia’s latest action, far from bringing a desired 
peace, means humiliation and a future menaced by con­ 
stant war against Germany’s domination. 
The Russian problem is far from solved. W hat part 
will the A11ie§ and Japan take in its deciphering? 


Welcome, little Dutch Ships! 
file taking over of all the Dutch merchant fleet by 
the Entente Allies, unless Holland accepts agreement be­ 
fore next Monday, is the greatest move of the kind since 
the beginning of the war. 
This will bring practically a million tons of shipping 
to the aid of the Allies at a time when they are sorely need­ 
ed. Seventy-live percent of these vessels,—750,000 tons,— 
arc in American ports, the rest in other Allied ports. 
I he action is one .vastly in accord with the temper of 
the American people, and was made necessary by Hol­ 
land’s hesitancy to conte into an agreement with the Unit­ 
ed States and Great Britain, which would permit of the 
use of ships Hying her flag, 
d he use of these boats is highly essential to the suc­ 
cess of the Allied cause, and their seizure is made impera­ 
tive by the necessity of feeding the neutral nations of the 
world. 
Terrorized by the menace of the German submarine 
and German pressure the Netherlands government has 
held back from closing negotiations which would profit it 
immediately in the release of foodstuffs and other neces­ 
sities. In these Dutch ships, long bottled up by Germany, 
is another proof of the Teutonic purpose of starving the 
neutrals of north Europe. 
Holland’s position has been difficult since the out­ 
break of the war. Neutrality was imposed by a division of 
sentiment between the Allies and tile Central Powers and 
a natural desire that Holland escape the horrors of war 
and economic necessity, for her economic life rests largely 
upon her trade with Germany on the east and with Eng­ 
land across the North Sea. But this neutrality was open to 
suspicion when it soon became evident that imports to 
Holland were re-exported to Germany, and a vast amount 
of smuggling going on. -England thought it time to exert 
pressure. 
It is suggested that there is a possibility of a secret un­ 
derstanding between the Allies and the Netherlands, but 
that may be idle supposition. 
If the ships are taken over H olland’s interests will he 
safeguarded in every way, with ample food supplies and 
provision made for resumption of her interrupted trade 
w it Ii her colonies. 
The German press is violently urging drastic action 
and there is no doubt that Germany will put up all the fight 
possible to prevent the seizure. 
The contrast between the action of the Entente Allies 
with tile attitude of Germany, which for months, by 
threats, has attempted a control over Dutch shipping not 
warranted by international law or civilized customs, is on 
a par with other widely differing policies of the two 
groups of belligerents.
